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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Claim 1 includes limitations form previous claim 14, which have not been considered in combination with claims 
2 and 4-1 3 and 1 5-1 8. This new combination of limitations creates a change in scope that will need further consideration before a 
determination on patentability can be made. Likewise, claim 19 has been drastically rewritten to include new limitations that was not 
previously searched or considered. A new consideration of the art will be required to examine composition claims with provides limitations 
on the chelating agents included. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant has amended both Independent claims 
In the application. The amendments to both sets of claims directly overcome the anticipation rejection as presented In the previous office 
action and as stated In the current set of Remarks. In this regards the previously presented rejections would be overcome by the current 
amendment. The Examiner is not convinced on the patentability of the claims based on the arguments focused on the amendments, and 
would require further search and consideration based on the new combination of limitations that are newly presented in the amended 
claims. 

The main argument Is based on the claimed range of chelating agent added to the process, as the limitation that Is newly added to claim 1 . 
The primary reference of Yamaguchi teaches the addition of the claimed chelating agent, but not on the use within the claimed range (as 
previously discussed in prior actions). It has been held that optimizing the range of a material is within the ability of one of ordinary skill in 
the art with the general conditions of a claim Is disclosed by the prior art. The argument regarding example 2 of Maeda is based that the 
main polymer is not the same as the instant application. The Examiner does not find this argument persuasive because Maeda is utilized 
as a teaching reference that It Is known to use chelating agents In such an amount. One of ordinary skill would have been able to utilize the 
teaching and adapt It to fit polymer of choice, which is taught in the Yamaguchi reference. It is the combination of teachings, and not just 
specific examples, which renders the claim obvious. 

The remaining arguments are focused on the new combination of references or details in regards to the argument discussed above. While 
the proposed amendments would overcome the previously presented rejections, the combination of limitations will require a new search 

and consideration by the Examiner.
